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PHARAOHS' ROAD TO THE SUDAN. 

The old high road, forty-four centuries old, 
that led frown Egypt to the Sudan, is the sub- 
ject of ‘an article by Mr. Weigall, Chief Inspec: 
tor of the Egyptian Department of Antiquities 
in Blackwood’s Magazine for December. As 
many ot \our readers, when visiting Assouan 
where the highway begins, would like to see 
the road the Pharaohs followed from the 
earliest ages in their various conquests of the 
Sudan, we ve wil give the following extract from

One would have thought ~ that it 
thousand four hundred years it ve 
utterly disappeared ; but this is not @ case. 
Let the visitor to Aswin step out some 
afternoon from the hall of his hotel, where the 
stridg band throbs in his ears and the latest 
Parisian gowns shimmer before his eyes, and 
let him, take boat to the little western bay 
bebind the ruins of Elephantine Here -in the 
late afternoon the long blue shadows fall, and 
he may walk in; coolness over thesand towards 
the monastery which stands on™ the higher 
ground before him. At the top of the hills. to 
his left he will presently see, 
away, a lnrge isolated boulder near the tomb 
of some old Mussulman saint ; and making his 
way up hillside towards: this boalder, he 
ly come upon a paved causeway 1 
which sweeps’ up over the sand tothe rocky 
summit. Rough flat blocks of sandstone form 
the paving, and these are only here and there 
overwhelmed by the drifting sand, though it 
is evident that the road has een entirely

Mounting to the hilltop, the y is 
seen to pass within a few yards (of the great 
boulder, which one now finds to have been 
surrounded by a rough wall, as though to form 
a kind of sanctuary or chapel. On the: sides 


of the rock there are eeveral inscriptions record- © 


ing the coming of Various officials of the Em- 
pire—tax.collectors, superintendents of the 
Nubian  gold-mives, and so on. It is evident 


some distance | 


from this that the road was used for many a - 


long year after Herkhuf and Sabna had-done 
with it ; though now it possessed for the 
travellers no terrors, nor did it lead any more 
tothe Land of the Ghosts. 

At the point where the causeway passes the 
boulder the hard surface of the upper dasert 
literally bristles with countless little heaps of 
stones, each consisting of a suiall, upright’slab 
of reck, held in place by two or three others, 
Fragments of pottery indicate that a bowl, 
perhaps containing water, had been placed be- 
side each pile. Here, then, are. the memorials 
of the’travellers who sent ont for distant Ar- 
thet from the fair city on the island, which 
may from here be seen floating in the blue 
waters of the Nile below. These stones are the 
prayers of those who asked a prosperous jour- 
ney from the gods of their city; from the old 
ram headed Khaum who lived in the dark 
caverns below the Nile ; from Satet, the horn- 
éd goddess whose bow aud arrows were the

In the courts of the 
temples one bas pictured the processions of the 
priests and the kneeling throng of the people. 
One has heard in the imagination the rhythmic 
chants, has smelt the heavy incense, and has 
seen the smoke of the sacrifice rising to the 
roof’ Glum Pharaohs have stalked across the 
picture, raising their stiff hands to the dull 
gods; and rows of bedraggled prisoners have 
been led to the sanctuary, roped in impossible 
contortions. Oue has visited, or has read of, a 
thousand: tombs ; and the slow funerals have 
passed betore-one in depressing arfay.But here 


on this highroad over the western hills, where
